The organization meeting of the Grafton County 
Delegation was held in Room 207, State House Annex, 
Wednesday, January 15, 1953.

County Commissioner Kenneth Bell explained each 
item in the budget and told of why there were in- 
creases in some items. He stated that the budget for 
1953 was for $185,000.00 to be raised by taxes which 
was $37,000.00 less than in 1952. 

Commissioner Robert Jones explained the increase 
in medical referees item which was an increase of 
rates from $50.00 to $100.00. 

Unwar Samaha, Clerk of the Court, explained the 
item of jury payrolls stating that it was very hard to 
estimate as they never could tell how many cases 
would be tried at the terms of court. 

Richard Rutherford, County Extension Agent, ex- 
plained the budget figures for the Extension Service. 
He explained that the State and Federal funds were 
used in the Extension Service. The following figures 
were given on the Salary of the Agents which was 
from State and Federal funds. 


Salary of Agricultural Agent $3,400.00 
Salary of Home Demonstration Agent $3,300.00 
Salary of 4-H Club Agent $3,200.00 
Salary of County Forester $3,300.00 
Salary of Ass’t 4-H Club Agent $3,200.00 


Hearing closed on the budget at 3:30. 

Hearing on House Bill No. 162: An Act relating to 
terms of probate and superior courts in the County of 
Grafton. 

Mr. McMeekin of Haverhill, sponsor of the bill, ex- 
plained that he was not appearing in favor of or 
against the bill. He explained after much thought 
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given to the Court House in Plymouth in last session 
that he presented the bill to get it before the people 
so they could express their wishes on the matter. He 
explained that the bill would not affect the terms of 
court, but would affect the location. 

Kenneth Bell, Representative of Plymouth, ap- 
peared in opposition to the bill. He claimed the only 
argument for the bill was that it would save the 
county money. He gave the cost to the county on the 
upkeep of the Plymouth Court House in 1951; the cost 
was $1,251.36, in 1952 the cost was $1,072.78. There 
were extra repairs due to a special appropriation made 
by the delegation in 1952. He gave the amount of taxes 
that were being paid by 19 towns in the vicinity 
of Plymouth for the County tax which amounted to 
$67,947.20. 

Mr. Ashley of Lebanon, Representative of Lebanon, 
would like to go on record for the Town of Lebanon in 
opposition to the bill. He feels that we should main- 
tain the three court houses. He explained that the 
population was just as great in the three locations and 
a court house was needed. Population in the vicinity 
of Haverhill, 15,981; Lebanon, 18,680; Plymouth 13,466. 

Senator Fred Kelley of Littleton appeared in oppos- 
ition to the bill. 

Mr. Barney of Rumney appeared in opposition to 
the bill. He felt that we should take into consideration 
that Daniel Webster made his first plea there and it 
would be a shame to do away with the building. 

George Eggleston, Representative from Canaan, 
wishes to go on record in opposition to the bill. 

Philip Willey of Campton, Representative of Camp- 
ton, appeared in opposition to the bill. 

Arthur Carpenter of Plymouth appeared in oppos- 
ition to the bill. 

Attorney Robert G. Wakefield of Plymouth ap- 
peared in opposition to the bill. He was concerned with 
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the welfare and convenience of clients, witnesses and 
jurors. 

Bertram Pulsifer of Campton, President of the Ply- 
mouth Guaranty Savings Bank, appeared in oppos- 
ition to the bill. He stated that the bank had not of- 
fered any money for the court houses. 

Thomas Gadd of Plymouth, President of the Pemi- 
gewasset National Bank appeared in opposition to the 
bill. 

Arnold Spencer, Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men of Plymouth appeared in opposition to the bill. 

Attorney Fred Harrington of Plymouth appeared in 
opposition to the bill as an attorney, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Lions Club. 

Mrs. Arnold Spencer of Plymouth appeared for the 
League of Women voters in opposition to the bill.

An Act di- 
viding Grafton County into Commissioners Districts. 
Mr. Gingras of Ashland, sponsor of the bill, spoke 
in favor of the bill and stated that the purpose of the 
bill was to divide the county into three districts and

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each district would then elect a commissioner from 
each district. 

Mr. Willey of Campton and Mr. Snell of Landaff 
spoke in favor of the bill. 

Suzanne Loizeaux, Robert J. Fuller, George Long- 
champs, Herbert Ashley and Mr. Brown all in oppos- 
ition to the bill. They claim that the gentlemen’s 
agreement now is working satisfactorily. 

Public Hearing on Senate Bill No. 40. An Act rela- 
tive to the salary of the treasurer of Grafton County. 

Edith Atkins of Hanover, sponsor of the proposed 
amendment to Senate Bill No. 40 relative to an in- 
crease in the salary of the solicitor from $1,800.00 to 
$2,400.00, which is only a 3343% increase. She claims 
that the passing of new laws, such as reciprocal sup- 
port act, is a great increase of work for the solicitor. 

Sarah Woodward and George Longchamps in favor 
of increase. 

Bowdoin Plumer of Bristol spoke in opposition to 
the bill with amendment. He feels that they took the 
office knowing the salary and should not come in and 
ask for an increase the first year. 

Public Hearing closed at 4:00 p.m. 

Executive Session: 

House Bill No. 162. An Act relating to terms of pro- 
bate and Superior Courts in the County of Grafton. 

On motion of Miss Loizeaux, seconded by Mr. Wil- 
ley, it was voted that House Bill No. 162 be reported 
as “inexpedient to legislate.” 

House Bill No. 331. An Act dividing Grafton County 
into Commissioners districts. 

On motion of Mr. Fuller, seconded by Mr. Jones, it 
was voted that House Bill No. 331 be reported as “in- 
expedient to legislate.” Mr. Willey recorded as “ought 
to pass.” 

Senate Bill No. 40. An Act relative to the salary of 
the treasurer of Grafton County. 

On motion of Mrs. Atkins, seconded by Mr. Jones, 
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it was voted that the amendment to Senate Bill No. 40 
be adopted. On voice vote the amendment was a- 
dopted. 

On motion of Mr. Fox, seconded by Miss Loizeaux, 
it was voted that the salary of the treasurer be in- 
creased. Motion was carried. 

On motion of Mr. Fuller, seconded by Mr. Whittier, 
it was voted that we report Senate Bill No. 40 as 
“ought to pass,” as amended. Vote was unanimous. 

Discussion of the Budget ensued. 

Herbert Ash, Sheriff, appeared and asked the del- 
egation if they would consider an appropriation for 
clerk hire. Any amount that they felt was satisfactory 
would be agreeable to him. 

On motion of Mr. Barney and seconded by Miss 
Loizeaux that we accept the budget as printed with 
the proviso that the solicitor’s and treasurer’s raises 
be included. 

Mr. Willey offered the following amendment, moved 
that the sum of $750.00 be allowed for clerk hire for 
sheriff. 

Discussion ensued. 

Mr. Fox offered an amendment to the amendment, 
moved that the sheriff be authorized to spend $500.00 
for clerk hire. On a viva voce vote the amendment 
was adopted. 

Mr. Willey offered the following amendment, amend 
the amendment to be retroactive as of January 17, 
1953. On voice vote the amendment was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Willey that the sum of $10,000.00 
be appropriated for sheriff and deputies for 1953 and 
same for 1954. 

Discussion ensued. On a viva voce vote the motion 
was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Plumer that we raise by tax 
$210,640.75 for year 1953 and $210,689.26 for year 1954, 
plus any amendments and Senate Bill No. 40 as 
amerded. On a viva voce vote the motion was carried. 
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On motion of Mr. Barney, seconded by Miss Loi- 
zeaux, it was voted that the budget be accepted as 
amended. 

Mr. Chamberlin moved, seconded by Mr. Snell, that 
the delegates who traveled to Concord on January 15, 
1953, receive pay at the regular rate although they did 
not answer the roll call.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Grafton Coun- 
ty herewith present the annual report of the Commis- 
sioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of the 
County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Chaplain, Physician and County Extension Service. 

As of December 31, 1953, the County had a cash bal- 
ance of $55,277.83 and bills receivable amounting to 
$3,932.22, making total assets of $59,210.05. By vote of 
the Delegation, the sum of $25,140.74 was held in re- 
serve to be applied to the 1954 budget, leaving an 
actual surplus of $34,069.31. The County has no out- 
standing notes or bonds. 

Purchases of supplies and equipment for the County 
Home were made during the year to keep the institu- 
tion and hospital at a high level of efficiency. Painting 
some of the interior of the main building and also the 
jail made a decided improvement in the appearance 
of both places. 

The dairy herd is one that the County should be 
proud of and there have been many favorable com- 
ments about it. Due to the drop in the price of live- 
stock, the financial statement for the Farm shows a 
deficit, but this is largely due to a decrease in the in- 
ventory value of the cattle. 

There were only slight increases in the amounts ex- 
pended for the various types of relief, the payments 
for board and care of children practically matching 
the appropriation of $30,000. The overdraft against the 
Clerk of Court was due to the extra expense of re- 
cording permanent records. 

Through the efforts of our two investigators, the 
County received the sum of $5,137.00 in reimburse- 
ments. 
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The Commissioners feel that the County is fortunate 
in having a staff of employees that keep the affairs of 
the County operating in such an efficient manner and 
wish that more people would take the time to make an 
inspection of “their County Farm.” 

We wish to express our appreciation to the Delega- 
tion, the various County and Town officials and the 
State Welfare Department for their friendly assistance 
in carrying out the work of the County.

In submitting our report of the farm operations for 
1953, there have been a few changes. 

The horses were dispensed with and a new Farmall 
“C” tractor with mower, cultivator and corn planter 
was purchased. 

While our production was at a high level, our farm 
income showed quite a drop, due to the decrease in the 
price of milk and live stock. The herd did exceptional- 
ly well under the care of Mr. Orman Thayer, the 
herdsman. We have now about one hundred sixty-five 
head of females, all of which are registered Holsteins. 
We had an average D.H.I.A. production on 365 days of 
10,066 lbs. of milk-385 fat with an average of 83.1 
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milkers. This gave us a 3.83 ave. test for the year. We 
showed 14 head as usual at the Fairs—the Northern 
Black and White show at North Haverhill, Lancaster, 
Canaan, Plymouth and Sandwich Fairs. They placed 
very well and brought home premiums amounting to 
$596.00. One two-year-old was chosen to go to Eastern 
States to help make up the New Hampshire state herd. 

Our crops were about average although we had a 
very dry season. The new seedings in the Bancroft 
pasture were a great help in the summer feeding of 
the milking herd. The field operations under Mr. Har- 
ry Hatch were about three acres of garden, 45 acres of 
corn, which with 15 acres of clover and nine acres of 
green oats, filled our four large silos. Our hay cron 
was 7,430 bales of first cutting, finished July 1. There 
were 2,845 bales of second and third cutting, making a 
total of 298 tons. The weather was good so the quality 
of the hay was excellent. 

Now to the report of activities of the Institution. 
Robert Jones replaced Mr. Graham as Commissioner. 
We were sorry to lose Mr. Graham but welcomed Mr. 
Jones. In January, about 20 doctors of the New Hamp- 
shire Academy of General Practice met here and a 
lunch was served after their meeting. Mrs. Hodge is 
back with us as night nurse and Mrs. Moulton, R.N. is 
still our supply nurse. Sanford Lawrence is working 
as orderly and Mr. Andrews as supply. We are sure 
everyone is glad to see him around. Stanley Fadden 
left and was replaced by Clyde Boardman. Raymond 
Aldrich, recently discharged from service, is working 
in Robert Alexander’s place, who is now in the employ 
of Erwin Willis. Betty is looking forward to a home of 
her own. John Trevena is a full-time employee in the 
laundry. We think it more satisfactory and efficient 
than relying on House of Correction help as in previ- 
ous years. 

The Christmas party was a very successful event of 
the year with Santa Claus, Christmas trees ard gifts. 
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We appreciate the interest the Commissioners showed 
by being present with their wives. We thank all who 
sent in gifts, candy, cookies and grapes at this time. 
The young people of the North Haverhill church and 
the Lions Club sang carols which were much enjoyed. 

There have been movies several times due to the 
kindness of Roland Clough and the North Haverhill 
Fire Department. 

Rev. and Mrs. Robbins of the North Haverhill 
church held services every other Sunday. Rev. Hanss- 
mann of Lisbon came once a month with a group of 
singers. A group of young people from Groton brought 
a worship and song service every other Sunday. Fath- 
er Boulay has ably cared for the Catholic people and 
made available the opportunity for Communion once 
a month. We are very glad to welcome them at any 
time. 

We sincerely appreciate the loyalty and cooperation 
of our staff, Dr. Campbell and the Commissioners. We 
wish to thank Mrs. Madeline Kirk for her help in so 
many ways during the year.

The county solicitor also prosecuted eighteen (18) 
cases in the Municipal Courts of the County at the re- 
quest of local or County officers, including nine (9) 
juvenile cases. Ninety-one (91) complaints were re- 
ceived on which, after an initial investigation, no pros- 
ecutive action was taken. Sixty-one (61) matters were 
handled through correspondence with authorities of 
other jurisdictions and forty-eight (48) Petitions for 
the Support of Dependents have been filed and five (5) 
have been received from other jurisdictions. 
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In the interest of better law enforcement and more 
efficient coordination of effort by the several law en- 
forcing agencies operating in the County, the solic- 
itors office has sponsored and hopes to develop an 
organization of County enforcement officers which 
will meet regularly for professional instruction and 
promotion of mutual interests. The first meeting was 
held on November 4, 1953 at Woodsville and the sec- 
ond meeting will be held in March at Plymouth. It is 
planned to hold four meetings a year and the officers 
themselves will arrange the programs according to 
what seems of particular interest and need. The re- 
sponse has been encouraging with forty-two (42) of- 
ficers attending the first meeting. 

The medical referees have reported fifty-seven (57) 
deaths, suicides, fatal accidents and other unattended 
deaths together with ten (10) autopsies and invest- 
igations authorized. Investigation was reopened and 
conducted at the request of the Attorney General in 
a case arising in 1951.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Grafton County Commissioners: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1953. 


‘There have been no significant changes in equin- 
ment or personnel during the year. Statistics appended 
to this report merit your attention. Of the 17 deaths 
occurring, the youngest was 71 years of age, reflecting 
the general trend of increased longevity in the past 
few years. The percentage of citizens above the age of 
65 years in the State of New Hampshire is steadily in- 
creasing and probably will do so for many years. 

The total patient-days, plus out-patients seen, make 
over 9,000 physician-patient visits during the year. 

We have been fortunate to obtain adequate nurses 
to care for our patients, but at times this has been 
very difficult. Great credit is due Mrs. Aldrich and 
Mrs. Giles for their successful efforts in this respect. 
Unless the present State Study Commission looking 
into nursing education produces some speedy results, 
we will be shorter of professional employees in the 
future. 

Bearing this in mind, consolidation with the Wocds- 
ville Cottage Hospital should have careful consider- 
ation. Under such a plan, the over-all employment of 
registered nurses could be reduced with increased use 
of ward maids ard nurses’ aides. This would also ai- 
low for increased ancillary services, such as labora- 
tory, X-ray and dietary facilities. 

This year, we have had fewer surgical and acute 
medical cases. As a result, there has been a tendencv 
to increase the patient load with more senile cases of 
town and state responsibility. In recent months this 
has been carried too high for certain safety factors, 
raising bed occupancy above optimum levels and d°- 
creasing operational elasticity. 
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I wish to thank Supt. and Mrs. Aldrich, nurses, asso- 
ciate physicians and the Commissioners for their 


splendid cooperation.
